He is freer of disease in the. army than 
in civil life. 

He has better medical care at the front 
than at home. 

In other wars 10 to 15 men died from 
disease to one from bullets. In this war 
one man dies from disease to every 10 from 
bullets. This war is less wasteful of life 
than any other in history. 

Only 1° per cent of all Canadians dis- 
abled for further’service have been phys- 
ically unable to engage in their former 
occupation.

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1917 A YEAR OF 
BLASTED HOPES OF 
NATIONS AT WAR

‘uation that exists as the new year 
.opens, while it points unmistakably 
to the persistence of the present and 
the past decisions on the west front 
and between Germany and her West- 
ern enemies, decisions which insure 
the defeat of all Germany's purposes 
_with reference to France and to 
‘Great Britain, it quite as manifestly 
| points toward a failure of the world 
|allies against Germany to attain that 
| general settlement of old wrongs and 
grievances which all of us have 
| hoped to see. 

It is a grim bit of humor that the 
. Russian revolution, which was to 
'free men and to bring justice to man- 
kind, has, as one of its first conse- 
quences, dashed the hopes for lib- 
\eration of many millions of men and 
'women in Europe. Proclaiming 
/peace, the Russian extremists have 
unmistakably prolonged the war: 
professing to bring liberty, they have 
helped to confirm the slavery of 
Poles, Czechs, Rumanians and Servi- 
ans of Austria, as well as on their 
own frontiers. 

The greatest dangers that now face 
'the world are not that Germany will 
, win the war, that she will enslave 
Belgium or reduce France to the 
state of a vassal. These dangers are 
‘no longer real; what is to be feared 
is that the growth of war weariress 
will bring with it a rapid abandon- 
ment of all the idealistic aspirations 


_ 


many, and that the close of the war 
will see, not a settlement, not a gen- 
|eral liquidation, but a perpetuation 
'of all the old problems, out of which 
_the war came and out of which other 
wars seem bound to come. 

| The greatest single gain the war 
could bring, the defeat of Gernan 
ambitions in the west for the destruc- 
tion of France and Britain, is as- 
sured, not only for the moment, but 
it would seem for the future, because 
both Britain and France are likely 
to be on their guard hereafter, and 
Britain has millions of trained 
troops to send to the aid of the 
French should another attack, be 
made within the next decade. The 
westérn conditions of Europe are not 
to be modified in Germany's fav 
and outside of Europe the conditions 
have been greatly modified to the 
‘disadvantage of Germany if only by 
reason of the vast harvest of hate 
and contempt she has shown in bel- 
ligerent and even in neutral nations. 
| But only less to be desired is a 
gettlement which should give the sub- 
| ject races of Europe liberty. And, to 
| say the least, the chances of realizing 
‘this gain now has been gravely re- 
'duced by. Russia’s desertion. The 
possibility that the chief contestants 
will presently come to a peace on the 
basis of the situation before the war, 
but with a perpetuation of all the old 
'rancors and old wrongs, has become 
‘far more considerate as a conse- 
quence of the events of the past year. 

This means that the conditions of 
1914, the armed truce and the con- 
tinuance of nations in arms, are un- 
mistakably growing more probable 
than they seemed even last year. This 
is more a reasonable basis for pes- 
simism as to the future than the 
present military outlook. Peace will 
not leave Germany in France or Bei- 
gium; it will‘not leave Germany mas- 
ter of the continent or of the world. 
Decision on these points was had at 
the Marne, at Verdun and in the sub- 
marine war. These issues may be 
marked as settled. 

On the other hand the collapse of 
Russia has left Germany still strong 
and united, still holding to her mili- 
tary gospel of blood and iron, to the 
eastward looking out upon disorgan- 
ized races and enslaved fragments. 
If Poland, Servia, Rumania are not to 
be reconstituted as strong states, pos- 
sessing the necessary resources to de- 
velop into defensible states, if Turkey 
and the Balkans remain the battle- 
ground of rival ambitions, if Russia 
becomes another and greatly larger 
“sick man of Europe,” the forthcom- 
ing peace will be a mockery after all.

Equilibrium Tests Next.

FOREMAN HELD ON 
TREASON CHARGE 


Naturalized German Accused of 
Tampering With Gyro- 
scope Parts. 


INSPECTOR’S DISCOVERY 


Brooklyn Plant Employe Father 
of Man Interned Few 
Months Ago. 


Ry roe Wire From the New York 
Aureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. .29.—Charged 
with treason, the extreme penalty of 
which is death, Paul Hennig, of Ozone 
Park, L. L, a naturalized American 
citizen of German birth, was held to- 
day without bail in the Federal Dis- 
trict Court of Brooklyn. It is said 
to be the first charge of treason 
lodged against a citizen since the out- 
break of the war. For five years 
Hennig has had charge of the gyro- 


scope department of the E. W. Bliss 
Company torpedo plant in South 
Brooklyn. 

Hennig is accused of tampering 


with gyroscopes manufactured by the 
Bliss concern and making them de- 
fective for use by the navy in steer- 
ing torpedoes to their mark. The 
damaging of the device could make 
a torpedo execute a boomerang 
movement that might even return it 
to the vessel] from which is was dis-~ 
charged and blow up the ship. The 
mutilated instruments could swerve 
a torpedo from its course, making 
it ineffective against an enemy/ 

A mass of evidence against Hen- 
nig had been presented to the Fed- 
eral Grand Jury by United States 
naval inspectogs and secret service 
agents, the result of which brought 
about his indictment last Friday. He 
was arrested at his home by United 
States Marshal Power this morning. 

Pleads Not Guilty. 

When arraigned he pleaded not 
guilty, and Federal Judge Van Vech- 
ten Veeder set the case for next 
Wednesday. Counsel may then make 
application for bail. The minimum 
penalty on conviction is not less than 
five years imprisonment and a fine of 
not less than $10,000. 

An extra box of the parts of a 
gyroscope is provided for every tor- 
pedo. They are in constant demand, 
as the gyroscopes become rusted by 
the sea air in a very short time. It 
was these parts that it is alleged 
were made useless. 

Hennig had entire supervision of 
these delicate instruments, including 
those originally attached to torpe- 
does, which are finally inspected and 


'stamped by naval inspectors. Wheth- 


er gyroscopes put in torpedoes were 
damaged government officials would 
not state. 

The extra parts are packed in jars 
of vaseline and until recpntly were 
given only a perfunctory examina- 
tion. The defects in many cases 
were microscopic and were not dis- 
covered before the parts were sealed 
in the jars. 

Lieut. Francis D. O’Shea, for nine 
years torpedo officer on the U. 8. 
S. Memphis, was detailed a few weeks 
ago to the Bliss plant to investigate 
possible defects in torpedoes being 
made for thé Navy. Hennig deliv- 
ered to him, the jars containg parts 
of gyroscopes. No one at the plant 
had ever inspected these parts after 
they were sealed by Hennig, Federal 
District Attorney Melville J. France 
declares. a 

Mutilation Alleged. 

Lieut. O’Shea opened the jars 
sealed by Hennig, and according to 
the indictment, this was what O’Shea 
found: 

In certain parts of the gyroscopes, 
used in torpedoes, that is, bearings 
and centers and gyro wheels, the 
bearings were imperfect, filled with 
emery, cracked, scratched and con- 
tained buttons which were cracked, 
scratched and cut loose in the bear- 
ings. The centers were not of a size 
used in the gyroscopes and were not 
of the standard of hardness required. 


The gyro wheels were cracked and /§ 


mutilated and without the United 
States government stamp of inspec- 
tion. ; 

The use of such bearings, cen- 
ters and gyro wheels would have im- 
paired the accuracy of the terpedoes 
in which they were used and made 


them ineffective instruments of war- | 


fare and dangerous to the users. 
Hennig was one of the most trust- 
ed employes in the Bliss plant. He 
began work there five years ago, at 
about the time the late Col. William 
Youngs, Federal District Attorney of 
Brooklyn, was fighting in the courts 
an effort by the Bliss company to 
sell to the governments of Great 
Britain, Germany and Japan, the se- 
crets of the gyroscope Hennig is ac- 
cused of making defective.

Victory of Destroyers and Rescue of German 
Crew Described in Detail by 
Department. |

WASHINGTON, Det. 29.—Full de- 
tails of the destruction by American 
destroyers of a German submarine 
and the capture of its crew made 
public today by the Navy Depart- 
ment show that the destroyers Fan- 
ning and Nicholson were the war- 
ships engaged. The incident was re- 
ported Nov. 24 but few facts were 
given at the time. 

The submarine was sunk, the Navy 
Department’s story of the affair in- 
dicates, as it was preparing to attack 
a merchant ship flotilla convoyed by 
the destroyers. 


Full Story of Incident. 

The Navy Department’s full story 
of the incident follows: 

“At dbout 4:10 p. m., while escort- 
ing a convoy, Coxswain David D. 
Loomis, lookout of the Fanning. 
sighted a small periscope some dis- 
tance off the port bow, extending 
about a feot out of water and visible 
for only a few seconds. The Fanning 
immediately headed for the spot and 
about three minutes after the peri- 
scope had been’ sighted dropped a 
depth charge. The Nicholson also 
speeded to the position of the sub- 
marine, which appeared to be head- 
ing toward a merchant vessel in the 
convoy, and droppéd another depth 
charge. 

At that moment the subma- 
rine’s conning tower appeared on 
the surface between tye Nicholson 
and the convoy, and the Nicholson 
fired three shots from her stern gun. 
The bow of the submarine came up 
rapidly. She was down by the stern, 
but righted herself and seemed to 
increase her speed. The Nicholson 
cleared, the Fanning headed for the 
U-boat, firing from the bow gun. 
After the third shot the crew of the 
submarine all came on deck and held 
up their hands, the submarine sur- 
rendering at 4:28 p. m.

“A line was got to the submarine 
but in a few minutes she sank, the 
line was let go and the crew of the 
U-boat jumped into the water ani 
swam to the Fanning. 


39 Men Taken Prisoners. 


“Although the crew all wore life 
preservers, the statement continues, 
“a number of them were exhausted 
when they reached the side of the 
destroyer. As the submarine sank 
five or six men were caught by the 
radio aerial and carried down below 
the surface-before they disentangled 
themselves. Ten of the men were so 
wak that lines had to be passed un- 
der their arms to haul them aboard. 
One man was in such a condition 
that he could not even hold the line 
thrown him. Chief Pharmacist’s 
Mate Elzer Harwell and Coxswaia 
Francis G. Connor (N. N. V.) jumped 
overboard after this man and se- 
cured a line under his arms. When 
he was hauled aboard every effort 
was made to resuscitate him, but he 
died in a few minutes. Tire four of- 
ficers of the submarine and the 36

members of the crew were all taken 
prisoners. 

“After being taken on board the 
prisoners were given hot coffee and 
sandwiches. ° Though kept under 
strict guard they seemed contented 
and after a short time commenced 
to sing. To make them comfortable 
the crew of the destroyer gave them 
their warm coats and heavy clothing. 

“The German officers said the first 
}depth charge had wrecked the ma- 
chinery of the submarine and caused 
her to sink to a considerable depth. 

“The submarine bore no number 
or distinguishing mark. She was, 
however, identified by life belts and 
by statements of an officer and men 
of the crew. One of the life belts, 
the reports safd, had ‘Kaiser’ 


the other. 

Germans Give Three Cheers. 

“The Fanning proceeded to port 
and transferred her prisoners under 
guard. As they were leaving in smal! 
boats the Germans gave three cheers. 

“The commanding officer of the 
Fanning read the burial service over 
the body of the dead German sailor 
and the destroyer proceeded to sea 
and buried him with full military 


honors. | 

“In his report the commander of 
the Fanning praises the conduct of 
his officers and crew and gives par- 
ticular credit to Lieut. Walter O. 
Henry, officer of the deck and to 
Coxwain Loomis, who sighted the 
periscope.‘ He also commends Phar- 
macist’s Mate Harwell and Coxswain 
Connor, who jumped overboard to 
save the drowning German. 

“The British Commander in Chief, 
under which the destroyers were 
operating, said this in his report to 
the British Admiralty: 

‘“ "The whole affair reflects credit 
on the discipline and training of the 
United States flotilla,” and added 
that the incident showed that the 
Fanning is a man-of-war in the best 
sense of the term, well disciplined | 
and organized and ready for imme- 
diate action. He also praises her 
commander, Lieut. A. 8S. Carpenter, 
and commends Lieut. Henyr, Cox- 
swain Loomis, Pharmacist’s Mate 
Harwell and Coxswain Connor. The 
British Admiral also commended the 
prompt action of the Nicholson, 
which he says completed the success | 
of its sister ship. The Nicholson was 
commanded by Lieut. G. H. Fort. 
The British admiralty sent a tele- 
gram to the Commander in Chief, di- 
recting him to express to the com- 
manding officer, officers and men of 
the Fanning its high appreciation of 
their successful action against enemy 
submarines. 

‘Vice Admiral Sims, commanding 
the American forces operating in Eu- 
ropean waters, commend the officers 
and men of the Fanning and Nichol- 
son. Coxswain Loomis was*‘advanced 
to the next higher rating in recog- 
nition of his vigilance in sighting the 
periscope.”

‘Battalion Following His Unit 


Passed Leaders, as Planned, 
He Tells Brother Here. 


Plain descriptions of trench life 
are given in letters written by Olo 
Stark of Clarksville, Pike County, 
Mo., a member of the Canadian Ex- 
peditionary Force, who has_ been 
fighting in France since November, 
1916. The letters were sent to his 
brother, George Stark, of 1548 Valle 
avenue, Wellston. 

In a letter dated Aug. 23 Stark de- 
scribes the “big scrap” before Lens. 
Aug. 16 and 17. 

“We jumped off at 4:20 a. m.,” hs 
writes. ‘Our objective was about 
800 yards away, the blue line. The 

battalion then passed us and 
reached the red line, 400 yards fur- 
ther, our division’s final objective. 
That’s the way we had rehearsed it. 
Well, Fritz was putting them over 
pretty lively when we assembled. 

Opening Barrage at 4:20 A. M. 

“Being a scout now, we were told 
to go with our companies over the 
top, then report to officer in charge 
and see that the flanks were con- 
nected. The German front line was 
about 100 to 150 yards distant. 
Promptly at 4:20 our lifting barrage 
opened up. It was some barrage, 
too; must have been over 100 guns. 

“It rested for two minutes about 
30 yards in front of hfs front line, 
to get any machine gunt outfit that 
might be in No Man’s Land. Then 
for two minutes on his front line 
trench. Well, talk about fireworks. 


O §S, etc. 

“We moved out of our front line 
trench and crept up close to our bar- 
rage, while Fritz’s barrage com- 
menced hammering our front-line 
trench. Nobody home—compree? 
The barb-wire was all cut to rib- 


over. I tore my pants and scratched 
my knee, my only wound. I didn't

There will be an automobile show 
in St. Louis Feb. 18 to 23, inclusive, 
Louis 


ers’ Association. This announcement 
has been delayed owing to the in- 
ability of the’ Show Committee to 
close a lease for a suitable building, 
large enough to house the automobile 


show. Such a lease was closed Satur- 
day at noon, for that building, fa- 
mous in the history of St. Louis, 
the old Southern Hotel, which oc- 
cupies the block between Broadway 
and Fourth streets, and Walnut and 
Elm streets, 

This building, which is owned by 
the Allen estate, is hereafter toe be 
known as the Exhibit Building and 
the Exhibit Co. of which William T. 
launtz, an East St. Louis attorney, 
is president, has leased it for a long 
term of years and sublet it for the 
Automobile Show. 

The Southern Hotel has had a part 
in the history of St. Louis dating 
back for half a cefRtury; in the early 
70’s it was burned and a number of 
the guests were burned to death. It 
was rebuilt by the Allen estate and 
the Southern Hotel and Faust’s res- 
taurant, which is part of the eamo 
building, attained almost world- 
wide fame. 

For six months the Show Commit- 
tee has been searching for a build- 
ing suitable for the holding of the 
annual Aytomobile Shows, only. to 
meet with disappointment every time 
negotiations were opened. 'The 
leasing of the Southern Hotel by the 
Exhibit Co. has not only soMed the 
problem for the 1918 show, bit prob- 
ably also for all future automobile 
shows in St.’ Louis. 

Active work in the preparation df 
the show will be started at once by 
the Show Committee. This commit- 
tee consists of H. W. Spalding of the 
Cadillac Automobile Co., chairman: 
W .S. Roberts of the J. I. Case Co., 
H. L, Sutton of the GeneralgMotors 
Truck Co., W. L. Johnson of the John- 
sen Automobile Co., and Milton B. 
Strauss of the Detroit Electric Sales 
Co. Joseph A. Schlecht, president of 
the St. Louis Automobile Manufac- 
turers’ and Dealers’ Association, is 
ex-officio a member of the commit- 
tee. The committee has selected as 
manager of the show, Robert E. Lee, 
who is secretary of the association, 
and who has been show manager for 
the past nine years. 

The scheme for the decoration of 
the show has not yet been fully 
planned, but it is probable that the 
National colors will be used, to blend 
with the finely finished woodwork of 
the Southern Hotel interior which is 
to be cleaned and polished. An army 
of workmen will be put at this task, 
which is a big one, at once. The 
building has been closed for a num. 
ber of years and there Js an accumu- 
lation of years of dust everywhere. 

The future use of the building by 
the Exhibit Co. as the Exhibit Build 
ing is to make of it a permanent ex- 
hibition building for manufacturers 
and jobbers of merchandise. It is in 


‘effect to become a general Buyers’ 


Club. The great dining room and_the 
ordinary on the second floor are to 
be used for convention purposes, and 
subject to the order at any time of 
the Conventions Bureau of St. Louis. 
Surrounding these convention halls 
and on the first floor there will be 
exhibit spaces, leased to manufac- 
turers and jobbers for permanent dis: 
plays of their wares. 

The building is to be equipped so 
as to make of it an attractive club 
for buyers visiting St. Louis. There 
will be writing facilities, barber shop. 
Turkish baths and Faust’s Restaur- 
ant is to be re-opened. Offices in 
the building will be leased to mer: 
chandise brokers making it a central 
brokers’ building. Negotiations have 
already been opened with nearly a 
dozen of these firms. It is possible 
that the top floors may be leased for 
light manufacturing purposes. 

For convention use the building is 
ideal. The former dining room on 
the second floor will easily seat 80 
to 900 people. The ordinary and the 
former kitchen when thrown into one 
will give seating capacity for 2000 
people, 

The lease made by the Exhibit 
Co. with the Allen estate was for 10 
years with the privilege of making 
many alterations within the pbuilding 
to fi it for exhibition purposes. All 
Qf these alterations happen to exact- 
ly meet the. views of the automobile 
men, and a tentative agreement has 
been made with the Exhibit Co. to 
hold the annual St. Louis Automobile 
Show in the building each year here¢ 
after.

TO USE TRADE ACCEPTANCE 


To assist in relieving, as far as 
possible, the tense business condi- 
tions which our unusual national 
state of affairs has brought about, the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co., Akron,

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AMERICAN GEOLOGISTS 


HELPING TO WIN WAR 


Prof. John M. Clarke Describes 
Work of Scientists With 
Army in France. 


© 


The important part geologists will 
have in winning the war was set 
forth in a speech to the Geological 
Society of America at the Planters 
Hotel last week by Prof. John M. 
Clarke, chairman of the War Com- 


mittee on Geology of the National 
Defense Council. Prof, Clarke later 
supplemented his speech with a 
statement to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. 

He told how American geologists 
had been able to locate batteries of 
heavy guns, within a few feet, with 
delicate seismographs, which regis- 
tered the earth vibration. The ma- 
chinery was so complex and delicate, 
however, that it was discarded for a 
compound telephone, which locates 
the batteries through the air vibra- 
tion, he said. o 

He also made known that Secre- 
tary of War Baker has asked the 
society for a list of all geologists who 
will accept commissions with the 
American army, and that several al- 
ready had been commissioned, two 
of whom are on Gen. Pershing’s 
staff. 

It will be the duty of the geologists 
attached to each unit tc look at 
xround and state whether it is 
trenchable; to tell by looking at a 
hill whether “t has a rock core, and 
just what substances a_ tunneling 
party will meet in it, and to answer 
all other questions about the charac- 
ter of the ground, Prof. Clarke said. 

Making Maps of France, 

Much of the battleground in 
rance is untrenchable, because 
there is water in it, or because the 
rock is too near the surface, he said. 
The army geologists must be able to 
tell the military officers in advance 
just what ground is suitable to “dig- 
wing in.” 

Upon thfs point, he said, the War 
Department already has asked the 
society to make geological maps of 
Mastern France and Western Ger- 
inany, showing the exact composition 
of the soil. The German part of the 
map, he explained, is for the in- 
formation of the allied military com- 
manders when .they have occupied 
“German territory. 

, The committee of which Prof. 
(farke is chairman has surveyed all 
the Atlantic and Gulf coast states, 
and has mapped all the deposits of 
materials suitable for the building of 
roads and fortifications, in case a 
defense of the coast is necessary 
ifty..geologists worked at this all 
summer. 

Search for Iron Pyrites. 

A still:more important survey now 
in progress is that for iron pyrites, 
ithe mineral from which an import- 
ant constituent of “TNT,” the pow- 
erful explosive, is derived. It was 
oie from Mpatn berore the war, 
but the supply was cut off. The sur- 
vey already has trebled the available 
supply. 

A search also is being made for 
manganese, a vital element of armor 
plate, which heretofore came from 
the Brazilian mountains by way ofa 
narrow guage railroad which, the 
geologist said, “could be put out of 
lsusiness by one man with a stick of 
dynamite.” Deposits have been found 
in Virginia and North Carolina, he 
said. 

“The British added ‘geologists to 
their army a year ago,” he contin- 
ued. ‘That is only another instance 
of where the Americans have done 
nore in eight months toward organ- 
izing for war than the British did m 
iwo years.” 

The reporter asked if Germany 
had geologists ‘with its army. .’ Prof. 
Clarke laughed. 

“The German army had a regu- 
larly equipped geological corps ready 
for service several years before the 
war started. The man at the head 
of it was a good friend of mine be- 
fore he became unspeakable,” he 
explained. 


FEDERAL EXPERT ASKED FOR 
TO SURVEY RAILROADS HERE 


Chamber of Commerce Traffic Com- 
missioner Says Freight Yards 
Are Congested. 

P. W. Coyle, traffic commissioner 
of the Chamber of Commerce, has 
requested the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to send traffic experts 
to survey the railroad situation in 
the St. Louis industrial district, with

a view to solving the transportation | 


problems which result in serious pe- 
riodic congestion in the terminals. 

The request was made in a letter 
to the commission several days be- 
fore the Government announced 
that the-sation’s railways were to 
be placed under Federal control. 
Coyle is confident a special investi- 
gation will be made by the commis- 
sion within a few weeks. 

“Thousands of tons of Government 
freight are passing and will continue 
to pass through our terminals and it 
is absolutely essential that the con- 
gestion be reduced to the lowest pos- 
Bible point,”’ said Coyle. 

In his letter. Coyle pointed put 
that while shippers were willing to 
bear inconveniences in order to fa- 
cilitate the movement of Govern- 
ment freight, it was not fair to force 
them to curtail their output or close 
their factories for lack of locomo- 
tives to haul products, when the 
equipment could be had. by reduc- 
ing the passenger service.

Surveyed from all angles, the year 
1918 will be ushered in at a time 
when conditions in the St. Louis real 
estate field are favorable to both the 
owner.and the prospective buyer. 
Prices of holdings are at unprece- 
dentedly low figures, while rentals 
are generally higher and vacancies 
are comparatively few. 

As a whole, conditions in this 
sphcre are propitious in the extreme, 


real estate 
This is due in no small meas- 


ing to the high cost of construction 
as well as to the influex of residents. 

With construction virtually a dead 
letter, the demand on behalf of the 
renting contingent obviously soon 


houses. The result will bea further 


declare. 


Prices Not Advanced. 

This will have the effect of restor- 
ing former prices and _ solidifying 
values, in the opinion of G. Prather 
Knapp, manager of publicity of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co., and a 
close observer of real estate and 
financial conditions. 

Notwithstanding the fact that ren- 
tals are 10 to 15 per cent higher than 
a year ago, of flats and apartments 
in particular, prices have not been 
advanced. The higher scale of rents 
thus would assure purcnasers at pre- 
vailing quotations handsome returns 
on investments. And these figures 
will be subject to little fluctuation, 
with flats and apartments almost 
wholly absorbed, Knapp says. 
Any trust company or real estate 


with intrinsic values can go into the 


elients. rich, provided good judgment 
is displayed in the selection of hold- 
ings, especially as to _ locations. 
On the other hand, present owners 
will: find their .property equally at- 
tractive to hold, as a source of reve- 
nue. 


New Enterprises Looked For. 

Capital cannot long ignore’ the op- 
portunities present prices offer for 
advantageous operations in the Sx. 
Louis real estate market, these fig- 
ures in man¥ instances involving 
speculative advantages, Knapp says. 


According to Knapp, the year 1918 
will be inaugurated im St. Louis 
real estate circles under highly au- 
spicious conditions. There are pen- 
ding, he declares, a host of first 
magnitude deals, most of which give 
promise of early materialization and 
all of which will have a wholesome 
effect on the general real estate 
situation. 

These, in several instances, in- 
volve the establishment of enter- 
prise both of industrial and mer- 
cantile character, which will accen- 
tuate the already high prestige of 
the city in the business world. Com- 
mercial development of the city is 
not only keeping pace, Knapp con- 
tends, with the residential growth, 


but has apparently received new | 


impetus. 
Revival of Trade Forecast. 

Conditions according to Chauncey 
P. Heath, of the Chauncey P. Heath 
Real Hstate Company, are highly 
conducive to a revival of trade in 
real estate in St. Louis on a broad 
scale. Heath has to his credit a 
wonderful record of. deals embrac- 
ing flats and apartments and busi- 
ness holdings, and is well qualified 
to cast a horoscope. 

Owing to the big uplift in rentals, 
precipitated by the reduction in the 
supply of modern flats and apart- 
ments, Heath says, buildings of this 
‘character offer the best and most 
attractive form of investment. Many 
buildings of this kind, formerly a 
drug on the market, are now big 
revenue producers, he says. 

All building plans are virtually 
held in abeyance as a regylt of the 
adverse conditions, and hardly will 
be revived to any appreciable extenf 
with the prices of construction at 
present altitudes. 

Residences in Demand. 

As..a result; 
sooner or later will command mater- 
ially higher prices. ‘Theré Has been’ 
no perceptible advance in prices of 
property in St. Louis within the last 


two or three years, according to 
Heath. 

“Manifestly the business,’’ con- 
tinued Heath, “is on the _ eve 


of a big upturn, and in my opin- 
ion now is the psychological time to 
buy. Recently there has been an 
increased number of sales of flats 
and apartments in all parts: of the 
city, which, doubtless, is the begin- 
ning of a new and larger movement.

“There should, of course, be a cen-| 
tral executive office in Washington, | 
with a staff of architects, engineers, 
contractors, and material men at its 
disposal. It would, of course, be im- 
practicable to concentrate all of this 
organization in Washington, nor 
would it be desirable. But it would 
seem to be possible to divide the 
country into building zones, with a 
branch organization in each district, 
somewhat in the. same manner as the 
Reserve Banks are assigned to va- 
rious territories. Acting in connec- 
tion with other boards, such an or- 
ganization would not only facilitate 
building operations necessary to the 
fulfillment of war contracts, but the 
distribution of work over the United 
States would prevent an undesirable 
congestion of population in a few 
cities and would keep usefully em- 
ployed in the service of their coun- 
try in their home environment a vast 
army of professional men and labor- 
ers whose occupations have, tempo- 
rarily at least, been destroyed by our 
entry into war. 

“It is to be hoped that present ne- 
cessities may result in the establish- 
ment of some workable system which 
may insure a speedy fulfillment of 
the Government’s war requirements 
and perhaps lead to a permanent im- 
provement in its building policy.”’ 


How Scheme Would Work. 

Outlining a possible plan of organ- 
ization and the method of work, 
Young says: 

“Suppose, for example, the Gov- 
ernment required, in the shortest 
possible time, a quantity of cotton 
cloth for making tents greater than 
could be supplied by existing mills. 
The central administrative coungil 
ascertains that St. Louis, for in- 
stance, is favorably situated as to 
access to cotton fields, for transpor- 
tation and for supplies of labor, but 
has insufficient factory area. Or- 
ders would be given to the St. Louls 
governor who, through his organ- 
ization would survey existing fac- 
tories or select sitesfor new buil 
ings, which might be temporary or 
permanent in character. ® Through

‘work could be prepared with the 
least possible delay and contracts let 
according to some approved method; 
or the board itself would be equally 
prepared to sublet all contracts for 


'midterials and hire its own labor,

The project would be financed 
through a similar finance board in 
co-ordination with the Building In- 
dustries Board,.or some other gov- 
ernmental agency to be devised. 

“We are now considering only the

“This same plan might well be ap- 
plied to almost any object requiring 
construction pertaining to war re- 
quirements, such as docks, river or 
railway terminals, warehouses, etc., 
as the board would have at its dis- 
rosal sp¢cialized experts in any de- 
partment of work. 

“This board would also be 
equipped for the consideration of 
problems such as housing of opera- 
tives, etc.’’ ’

REACH THE LOWEST 
PRICE SINCE 1803 


A Review of High and Low Marks 
of Premier English Security 
in the Last 100 Years.

British consols during the year 
sold as low as 51. This is the lowest 
price at which this premier security 
as sold since the year 1803, when 
they were 50%. 

The highest price of consols in the 
nineteenth century, and the highest 
on record, was 113%, in 1896, when 
the tide of commercial prosperity 
over the entire civilized world was at 
low ebb, when dividends were cut, 
and when corporation securities were 
on an unsafe investment basis. It 
was then that investors turned two 
consols, and the price ran up from 
105% at the opening of the year tn 
113% near the close. The following 
year, 1897, that price was again at- 
tained, but this was more the result 
of an extensive redemption policy in- 
stituted by the Government. An un- 
expectedly large surplus revenue had 
occurred in the exchequer that year 
from the death duties on the fortune 
of an English millionaire, and this 
was utilized in redeeming  consols. 
The low record of consols in the 
nineteenth century was 50%, in 1803. 

The following table gives the high 
and low levels for each year in the 
past century:

New Orleans Section of 
South Has Enjoyed Year 
of One-Sided Prosperity 


While Farmers, Planters and Merchants Have 
Profited Immensely by High Prices, 
Wage Earners Have Not Pros- 
pered Proportionately.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 28.—From 
an agricultural and business stand- 
point, New Orleans and this section 
of the South have enjoyed a very 
prosperous year. However, the pros- 
perity which now prevails is of a 
one-sided character; for while plant- 
ers, farmers and merchants general- 
ly have profited immensely by the 
extremely high prices at which cot- 
ton, the chief agricultural product, 
has been selling, the wage earners 
and salaried men in the cities and 
small towns are complaining that 
wages and salaries have not risen in 
proportion to the greatly increased 
cost of living. 

Money in certain channels is plen- 
tiful, and even the negro farmers, 
who usually come out with nothing 


4m to show for their crops at the end 


of the year, are rolling in wealth, 
The man in the coun- 
try, who has usually been hard 
pressed for money, and in a way, 
financially dependent upon the man 
in the city, now finds himself for 
the first time in many years, abso- 
lutely independent. He has a barn 
well stocked with corn, hogs in his 
pen, and money in the logal bank. 
Consequently, the rising cost of liv- 
ing, while worrying the average city 
man, does not bother the farmer or 
planter, whom the whirligig of for- 
tune has placed on top. 
Farmers Buying Luxuries, 

_ Never educated to invest in secur- 
ities, the farmers are not investing in 
war bonds, even as much as the city 
worker, handicapped as he is by the 
constantly increasing cost of living. 
The country worker, on the other 
hand, is buying luxuries that he 
never dreamed of Having before, and 
automobile agents have Deen reaping 
a rich harvest in some parts of the 
cotton belt. 

The country merchants have found 
a ready sale for all classes of goods, 


so to speak. 


and some of the stocks being carried 
by what are known as country stores 
run into thousands of dollars in val- 
ue. Since the country merchant re- 
plenishes his stocks from the whole- 
salers and jobbers in the city, great 
business activity has prevailed. Cot-

for higher prices, there has been a 
g00d demand for money, although 
at reasonable rates of interest. The 
banks, therefore, have shared in the 
prosperity which the farming classes, 
as a rule, have been enjoying. 


Sugar Planters Complain. 
There is one element of the agri- 
cultural community, however, that 
is complaining. I refer to the sugar 
planters, who, while acquiescing in 
the Government’s price-fixing pro- 
gram do not hesitate to assert that 
they have been discriminated 
against. They point to the fact that 
while sugar, at the price that has 
been fixed by the Government is sell- 
ing but little over the price they were 
receiving before the war broke out, 
cotton, on the other hand, has 1d- 
vanced to the highest levels known 
since the Civil War period. One 
probable result of this situation will 
be that the sugar planters will devote 
more acreage and energy during the 
coming season to the production of 
cther food crops, on which the mar- 
gin of profit is believed to be larger. 
Under present conditions this country 
needs all the sugar that can be pro- 
duced within its boundaries, and it 
seems logical to expect that some 
means must be found of encouraging 
as large a production as possible of 
sugar in South Louisiana. 


With cotton and cottonseed selling 
at such high prices, there has been a 
large growth in banking resources, 
both in this city and in the interibdr. 
The Whitney-Central National Bank 
of this city has recorded a gain of 
over $10,000,000 in its deposits dur- 
ing the past year, while large gains 
in deposits have been made by other 
banking institutions here. Some oi 
the smaller cities in the interior have 
greatly increased the deposits of 
their banks, several of these banks 
having total deposits of $10,000,000 
or more. Shreveport in the northern 
portion of this State, is one of the 
smaller cities of the South that can 
boast of a local bank with deposits of 
over $10,000,000. 

These increased banking resources 
have been reflected in the fact that 
all allotments of war bonds have 
been amply taken care of, not only 
in this city but n all other parts of 
this Federal Reserve district.

Cotton Industry Thrives, 
but Future Is Uncertain 


Brisk Demand for Goods Brings Profits, Yet 
Coming Prices of Both Raw and Fin- 
ished Product Are in Doubt.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Dec. 29.— 
The cotton-goods industry of New 
Qngland is enjoying unusual pros- 
perity, particularly through the en- 
trance of the United States into the 
war. This prosperity is due prin- 
cipally to the big demand for low- 
count goods, particularly in hospital 
cloths, such as needed for bandages. 

In Fall River print cloth mills have 
recently completed a big Government 
contract on those styles and are al- 
ready working on another Govern- 
ment contratt of 50,000,000 yards, 
approximately 350,000 pieces of 
goods. This amount ‘will require 20 
per cent of the production for the 
next four months. Mills are also 
turning out a lot of goods which will 
find their way to the Government, 
The general outlook is for continued 
prosperity during the period of the 
war. 

The print-cloth market was stag- 
nated when the war first broke out, 
and the mills were loaded down with 
goods. Concessions were freely giv- 
en buyers to move some of the pro- 
duction, and quotations were at a 
rock-bottom basis. At the conclusion 
of the first year of the War there 


}came a brisk demand for goods, mills 


being tight sellers in view of the in- 
dications of big business. Prices ad- 
vanced steadily, and all surplus goods 
were moved at good profits.

But the war has over- 
so many of our financial 
brepossessions in respect to all coun- 
tries, Germany included, that it 
would be rash to build any hopes 
upon the German people breaking 
down economically or morally under 
this huge burden, 

Germany's war expenditure to date 
must now amount to more than $20,- 
000,000,000, or about $2,000,000,000 
more than has been raised by loans. 
The note circulation of the Reichs- 
Sank shows one of the effects of this 
excess. Its circulation amounted on 
Dec. 7 to $2,589,000,000, which de- 
notes an expansion of $795,000,000, 
as compared with the parallel re- 
turn of 1916. But this item does not 
measure the total inflation of the 
currency; for the notes of the Darle- 
henskassen in circulation at the end 
of October reached $1,400,000,000, 
as against about $660,000,000 exactly 
a year before. The total paper mon- 
ey circulation of Germany at this 
moment makes, roughly, the follow- 
ing comparison, in thousands of dol- 
lars: Reichsbank notes, Dec. 17, $2,- 
589,000; Dec., °16, $1,865,000; July, 
'14, $472,700. Loan Bureau notes, 
Dec., '17, $1,400,000; Dee., "16, $730- 
000. Total paper, Dee., 17, $3,989,- 
000; Dec., '16, $2,595,000; July, ‘14, 
$472,790. 

In other words, the German paper 
currency is now nearly nine times as 
great as it was when the war began, 
and there are other forms of paper 
circulating which bring the present 
total above $4,000,000,000. Yet even 
these chief sources of paper circula- 
tion do not meet the demand. In 
September it was reported in the 
German press that more than 50 mu- 
nicipalities had issued emergency pa- 
per money.

Wool Prices Advance. 


Wool has played quite as spec- 
tacular a part as cotton. The price 
of the commodity had advanced 
strongly during 1916, and the year 
closed with Eastern merchants com- 
on the 
sheeps’ backs at not far from $1 
a pound clean. Briefly, record con- 
ditions were predicted for 1917, and 
they certainiy have been realized. 


The actual declaration of war be- 
tween America and Germany 
strengthened the wool market still 
further. Large Government orders 
began to flow in: The position at- 
tained by the Boston wool market 
at the beginning of summer will be 
seen at.a glance’ when it is stated 
that Ohio medium clips, for which 
the grower in 1916 received about 
35 cents, commanded 65 cents in 
1917, and that growers in the trans- 
Mississippi country, who obtained 
32 cents in 1916, were able to get as 
high as 58 cents in 1917. In certain 
cases these figures were exceeded 
later on in 1917, the growers of Ohio 
wool being able to secure 75 cents, 

It should be stated that during the 
summer a plan was effected whereby 
the Government should have an op- 
tion of up to 50 per cent on the wool] 
in the Boston market. In’ view of 
all this, it is not surrpising that fine 
staple domestic woo] is today worth 
almost double the price quoted on 
December 31, 1916.

EARLY eighteen centuries ago, when 
Emperor Hadrian destroyed Jerusa- 
lem, rebuilt it under the name of 
Aelia Capitolina and by edict for- 
bade any Jew to live in the city, this 
sacred capital of two religions ceased 
to be a Jewish city and Palestine 

ceased to be a Jewish land. Ever since they have been 

oppressed by alien conquerors—Roman and Byzantine 

Kmperors, Persian and Latin Kings, Arab and Turkish 

Sultans. But the Jews, though. dispersed to the four 

winds, have always kept alive a passionate longing 

to see the Hill of Zion and the city of Jerusalem shine 
again in all the glory of Solomon’s reign—a Jonging 
expressed in a stream of lyrical hymns, called Zionides, 
which began with the famous one hundred and thirty- 
seventh Psalm and continued down to recent days. 
Today this age-long dream seems at last near the 
point of accomplishment. Of all the upheavals caused 
by the war, none has a historical perspective so far- 
stretching as the conquest of Jerusalem by the British 
forces. It is not only that the cradle of Christianity 
has been wrested from Mohammedan usurpation; not 
less significant is the sympathy expressed by allied 
statesmen towards the movement known as Zionism, 
the object of which is to reconstitute the Holy Land 
as a Jewish state, to establish a population of Hebrews 
in the ancient seats of their race and religion, as an 
independent national polity. The Jews bid fair once

more to become a nation, with its own soil, 
and temple, for the first time since 135 A. D. 

Although Zionism is a familiar term, popular in- 
formation is probably rather inexact concerning its 
origin, its founder and its history. It had its begin- 
ning in a reaction against the anti-Semite movement 
of the eighth decade of last century—a movement 
which owed its authorship to Bismarck, pursuing those 
unscrupulous and Machiavellian schemes of policy 


which the world today execrates under the name of 
Prussianism.

Anti-Semitism in Germany took the form of insult- 
ing social and intellectual discriminations; in France 
it reached a head in the notorious Dreyfus case: in 
Russia and Rumania there resulted sanguinary mas- 
sacres of Jews. England was the only European 
country which remained untouched by the frenzy, 
and it was thus an instance of the fitness of things 
that British troops should have accomplished the re- 
demption of the Holy Land. It is also appropriate 
that this victory should have been a rebuff for Ger- 
many, the birthplace of anti-Semitism. It was simply 
characteristic Prussian effrontery which enabled 
the Kaiser, on his famous visit to Jerusalem, to profess 
to take Zionism under his personal protection. That 
his motives were those of policy only was too soon 
proved, when the Germans made a desperate but futile 
attempt to turn the schools in Palestine into centers 
of Teutonic kultury by seeking to supplant instruction 
in ancient Hebrew by teaching in the German tongue. 

This wildfire of hatred against the Hebraic race was 
a bitter and shocking awakening to Western Jewry, 
by which is meant the Jews born and reared in contact 
with the more advanced civilization of Central and 
Western Europe and of the United States. They had 
staked their all upon political emancipation, and had 
fought for it with tenacity and eminent success. As 
the .walls of the physical and constitutional Ghettos 
were razed one by one, the Western Jews felt that at 
last they had come into their heritage, and that all 
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the struggles and controversies of the past 
behind forever. 
How utterly deceived they were may be seen in the 


were left 


eareer of Theodor Herzl, whom a strange fate made 
the founder and leader of Zionism. He was an Aus- 
trian Jew, educated at Vienna for the law, but led by 
an exquisite and facile pen into literature and journal- 
ism. Like most of his Jewish fellow students of the 
time, secular interests had drawn him completely, 
away from contact with Jewish affairs. He had taken 
no part in the Jewish revival that had found its way 
among some of the students at the Vienna University ; 
he was virtually a stranger to his people and they to 
him. 

As correspondent of the Neue Freie Presse at Paris. 
he was living in that city during the early period of 
the Dreyfus affair. The anti-Semitic campaign made 
a deep impression upon his sensitiv@nature, and awoke 
with a start his dormant Jewish consciousness. In his 
disillusionment he wrote, as a private confession of 
th author to himself, a disquisition which became 
famous under the title of “Die Judenstaat.’’ That it 
ever became public was due to accident. But its pub- 
lication in 1896, much to the author's surprise, caused 
him to be hailed as the leader of the movement which 
Came to be known as Zionism. 

Starting from the premise that anti-Semitism is a 
continually increasing menace, and that evidently it 
is ineradicable, he came to the conclusion that the out- 
side world did not desire to amalgamate with the Jew: 
except upon terms that would be suicidal to them as 
a people. Unless desirous of destroying their racial 
entity, preserved so stubbornly under hardships for so 
many generations, the Jewish people, he declared, musi 
find some egress from a position becoming less tenable 
every year. That which is needed was a certain and 
definite home, a seat of civilization to which Jews 
all over the world could turn their eyes, as the Briton 
throughout the globe turns to England. He proposed 
the formation of a “Jewish Company,” to be located in 
London, with $250,000,000 capital for establishing a 
genuine Jewish nation. To Herzl it was not at first 
essential that the nation be founded in Palestine 
Canada, the Argentine republic and British Eas) 
Africa were some of the places considered. 

Impetus was given to Herzl’s ideas by the thrones 
of Jews from Russia, Rumania and Austrian Galicia. 
who were constantly fleeing for their lives westward 
across Europe on their way to find an asylum in the 
United States. Western Jews were called upon to care 
for the fugitives en route, and thus became keenly 
alive to the fact that Eastern Jewry, by far the numer- 
ical majority of the race, was in dire and mortal straits. 
Persecution had kept alive among the Eastern Jews 
the nationalistic aspirations which had become weak- 
ened in the West.

She decided to fight, anc 
she carried her fight clear to the doors of the castle 
of her husband's parents... That same charm whic: 
had made her so much admired of the young men o 
Boston’s Back Bay, won to her side the members o 
the Russian, Polish and German nobility with whon: 
her husband made her acquainted. Begrudging):. 
the Radziwill family was forced to recognize the 
marriage and upon the succession of Prince Radz 
will to the head of the house on the occasion of his 
brother's death, she came into her own. Her triump. 
was complete when she was listed as a Princess in the 
Almanach de Gotha. 

In Russia and Poland and in Rome, Princess Dorothy 
soon gained a reputation for unconventional behavio: 
which was highly amusing to the staid members oj 
the nobility. One of the SLOrIES tol@ of her was thai 
when visiting her husband's grandmother, the Countess 
Branicka, in her castle at Warsaw, she began to whistle 
when doing a jig-saw puzzle. The Countess inquired 
aloud who was whistling in her presence and, as 
Dorothy began it again, the Countess sent her a mes- 
sage that if she wished to whistle she should do it ina 
her own rooms. 

The next afternoon the party again sat down to the 
puzzles and, someone daring Dorothy to whistle, she 
did so. The Princess later had a message conveyed 
to her that she had better return to her husband's 
chateau, where evidently they did not object to 
whistling in public. 

Early in 19153 the Princess created a sensation at the 
ball of the fashionable Skating Club in Rome by 
appearing in a horse-drawn Roman chariot with a 
leopard and a lion on either side of her. It was learned 
later that she had borrowed the leopard and the lion 
from the municipal zoo, and the city authorities were 
excoriated by the Socialist press for having lent them 
for any such purpose. “Princess Dolly,” as they called 
her in Rome, was prodigal in her bestowal of caresses 
and sweetmeats upon the animals, neither of which was 
fettered, but a guard with revolver, dagger and -whip 
followed her chariot closely and kept a watchful eye 
upon the beasts. It was said that the ancient Roman 
nobility did not take kindly to the innovation of the 
Princess and that she was treated coldly. 

Previously “Princess Dolly” had received another 
nickname, that of “Donna Betha™” in recognition of 
her terpsichorean feats. At a bali given by Princess 
George Radziwill she went through 44 dances, between 
10 p. m. and 3 a. m., then appeafed at an afternoon 
function without the least trace of fatigue.

“And He Will Assemble the Outcasts of Israel” 


An instance of the fame which Herzl's pamphlet 
brought him was the dispatch of a secret emissary 
from the Turkish Sultan offering to Herzl a charter to 
Palestine on behalf of the Jews if he and his fellow 
journalists would use their influence to stop the 
European press campaign against the Sublime Porte 
on account of the Armenian massacres. The Sultan 
was rebuffed because he tried to buy off juSt criticism 
of the barbarities he had practiced upon a race with 
a history something like that of the Jews in its traged) 
and lonesomeness. 

The first constructive step taken by Herzl was that 
of calling a Zionist Congress at Basel, Switzerland, in 
1897, attended by 200 delegates representing Jews of 
all nationalities. Here the old racial longing for a 
restoration of Jerusalem overbore, despite the practica! 
difficulties in the way, all suggestions of other local- 
ities, and the Congress adopted the political basis. upon 
which the movement has since rested, that “Zionism 
aiins at establishing for the Jewish people a publicly 
and legally secured home in Palestine.” 

Naturally the movement aroused much hostility 
among Jews themse!ves. The extreme orthodox branch, 
relying upon provhesies that the Messiah in his own 
time would replace his chosen people in their ancient 
land. inclined to regard any attempt to hasten the 
purposes of Providence as blasphemous. Many Jews 
in Western Europe and the United States evinced little

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The small Connecticul town which 
Raoul Lufbery always claimed 
for his home, no matter in whal 
part of the world he was, is pre- 
paring a great reception for him 
when he returns to this country 
soon on leave — Conqueror of 15 
(rerman avialors was born in 
France of a French mother and 
an American father, and early in 
life developed a wanderlust which 


has carried him to many corners 
of the globe ‘-! mas ef 


HE little town of Wallingford, 12 miles 
from the seat of Yale University, 
hitherto unknown in the geography of 
war events, is going to give Gervaise 
Raoul Lufbery, ace high of the Lafay- 
ette Escadrille, a royal welcome when 
he returns from Paris, fresh from the 

glory of having brought down 15 German planes, all 
because he has lived longer in the little Connecticut 
town than any other place in America, and because in 
the annals of his @<ploits of the air he gives Walling- 
ford as his place of residence. He has promised his 
father in a letter just received that he will return in a 
few weeks, and the town and his father are expecting 
to give him a reception such as has never been given 
any person there before. Wallingford is not only 
proud of him because he has placed it on the map, 
but because he has been proud enough to claim it as 
his place of permanent residence, the one place in 
all his globe-trotting career which he has honored 
with the name of home, the place where he aban- 
doned his job of making coffin trimmings to become 
one of the greatest war aviatcrs with the allied forces. 

The people of the little town on the Boston post road 
between New Haven and Hartford, now recall that 10 
vears ago the quiet, unpretentious lad, then in his 
early manhood, trudged back and forth to the factory 
of the International Silver Co., where he worked at 
his trade of silver worker. They recall, too, that 
they noticed then nothing unusual in the lad, who 
even then had had experiences in the world that few 
in the little town could boast of. He was little differ- 
ent from many of ‘the French or French Canadians 
who turn to the silver trade as a maiter of course, 

_for the town’s chief industry is the making of silver- 
ware. He engaged in that trade, and he stuck to it 
two years. “The longest time he’s ever spent at any 
one work or business,” his father said. 

The young Lufbery, and people noticed this as they 
are accustomed to in a small town, spoke with a de- 
cided French accent, and his father, a wiry, energetic 
man, spoke English without a vestige of accent. This 
was simply accounted for in the fact that he was 
born in France of an American father. Though an 
American on his father’s side,

lected all over the worid, and bemoans the iuct that 
the war will prevent his going across now to sell 
stamps, which have by reason of the conflict be- 
come doubly valuable. He has great pride in his 
son, but almost equal vanity in the stamp collec- 
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tion, which he calls the most valuable in the world. 

An uncle of Lufbery’s bought from the inventor 
Goodyear the patent for a rubber business and put all 
his relatives who showed any ability, into the business, 
sending them to important places in the trade when 


‘he established it in foreign cities. He placed Lufbery 


in charge of the factory at Mannheim in 1866, later 
sending him to France, where he married his first 
wife, Gervais’s mother. 


The lad Gervais was born, as his father states, 
“somewhere in the center of France.” He will not 
state exactly where, because the now famous aviator, 
he says, evaded military duty, and he fears may be 
called by the head of the little municipality. 


Gervais gained little education from books, and at 
12 years of age began to shift for himself in the little 
village. His first job was molding chocolate in a candy 
factory. Later he worked in a macaroni factory. Two 
brothers are in the French army, one, Julien, a Ser- 
geant, and Charles, also on the trench lines in France. 
When Gervais was about 15 years old his mother died. 
In the meantime he’ had been separated from his 
father, making his own way in the world. When the 
mother died his father called upon Gervais to help 
him care for the five small children, and for a time 
he was the main support of the family, the father 
remaining at home to care for the little ones. The 
foreman in Poulain’s factory still remembers the husky 
lad, quiet and plodding, who came and went to the 
factory, who retained a reputation among his em- 
ployers for seriousness even beyond his years, who 
occasionally indulged in pranks with the boys but 
was invariably quiet when it was time to work, After 
working a while in the candy and macaroni factories, 
Gervais was allured for a time by thoughts of Paris, 
and obtaining his birth certificate from his father, he 
journeyed to the French capital. One friend of his 
father’s he knew was in Paris, and he spent the day 
he arrived there in searching numerous cafes for the 
man, but secured no trace of him. Later his father 
told him that the man never drank a drop of liquor 
in his life. 


One day of Paris was enough. He loved always the 
broad country spaces and struck out for the couniry 
aiways in preference to crowded towns or cities. He 
would have none of Paris, and with the small savings 
he had brought with him and a chum whom he-vhad 
picked up in his travels of the day, he set out for 
Algiers. 


In the African city he fell ill, and when he recov- 
ered his companion and his chest in which he had his 
savings were gone. The hospital authorities had taken 
a fancy to the lad and when he recovered they made 
him an orderly. For almost a year he remained there, 
then left’ for Tunis and Egypt, thence to Constanti- 
nople, and Rumania, then to Fulda, Germany, where 
he worked in a brewery. Then he embarked for 
South Africa, contracted to a German steamship firm. 


One day in 1907, two days after the father had left 
Wallingford on one of his many trips back to France, 
the boy Gervais appeared at the family home. His 
vounger vrother and he remained together, setting up 
bachelor quarters in the old Wallace block where his 
father now lives. 

Together the boys worked and played. They gained 
no fame except a_ certain 


his mother was of the French 
peasant class, whom the elder 
Lufbery had married in his 
many meanderings around the 
globe. Incidentally, the his- 
tory of the elder Lufbery is 
quite as interesting as that of 
the younger, and explains in 
a measure the adventuresome 
character of the son, and his 
courage in all difficulties. 


Edward Lufbery was born 
in New York City, of Yankee 
stock, and he retains many of 
the characteristics of that 
tvpe, in spite of the fact that 
the greater part of his life 
has been spent in France. 
Though he has circled the 
globe many times he invari- 
ably returns to the town 
where he came _ scores of 
years ago to make rubber 
coats in the large rubber fac- 
tory, which makes now only 
insulated wire. in the old 
room in the Wallace block, 
which he has intermittently 
occupied for years, he sits, 
surrounded by crates. of 


stamps which he has. ««c’

When he came back 
to our little room (and there was only one to the hut) 
he seemed nervous and anxious to get me out of the

squatted around in a half circle and in one corner. was 
a barrel of cane juice that had been allowed to remain 
open for several days so that it would have sufficient 
bead.

This was the setting. Every few minutes a daugh- 
ter of the departed would take the mourners’ gourd 
and dip it in the cane juice, which already had been 
blessed by the priest, drink, and pass it along the 
circle.

Then from behind a curtain came a priest, who acted 
as master of ceremonies.

Uncle Sams Dollar 
a Year Workers 


Kk ever Uncle Sam needed the best brains and ability 
that this country could produce, he needed theu: 
last April when the United States went to war. 
And now he bas them, men of the highest tech- 
nical training in a score of different lines who 
gave up high-salaried positions and big-paying 
businesses to devote all their time to the nation’s 

war problems for a stipend of one dollar a year. 


Of course, a single dollar means nardly anything at ail 
in the life of any of these men, and it seems rather ridicu- 
lous for this great, wealthy nation to pay some of its 
biggest expertsfless than two cents a week—a wage lower 
than that of the Russian common soldier, whose monthly 


pay hardly covers the cost of a few glasses of wine. But, 


the men hired by Uncle Sam to heip in carrying on the 
war had to have official standing and putting them on 
salary at $1 a year was the technical way of making their 
war agreement with the country binding. To Qll intents 
and purposes they are giving their services free of charge. 


Ot the eleven men on this page, seven drew salaries run- 
ning into five and six figures from some of America’s great 
est corporations at the time the country entered the war. 
The others were big’ business men with big annual in- 
comes; but all of them gladly relinquished their private 
affairs to become identified with the administration’s vari- 
ous war activities. A rough estimate of their total annual 
incomes would be $750,000; and this is probably much too 
low. 

One of the first of these men to slam down the cover 
of his desk and lock it and depart for Washington to do 
his ‘“‘bit,” was Frank A. Vanderlip, president of the National 
City Bank of New York ata salary of $100,000 a year. Hav- 
ing been known both as a great financier and as a disciple 
of thrift, he was chosen by President Wilson and Secretary 
McAdoo as the man who should head the War Savings Com- 
mittee, and when he was asked to accept the place he imme- 
diately did so. Asa former newspaper man, Mr. Vanderlip 
also is a specialist in publicity, and much of his work has 
been in going about the country to preach the doctrine of 
saving. 

Mr. Vanderlip has a valuable assistant in Mrs. George 
Bass, noted suffrage leader of Chicago. As a “dollar-a-year 
woman” Mrs. Bass is encouraging war thrift among mem- 
bers of her sex, having been given this important post in 
recognition of her general business ability. She was pres- 
ident of the Illinois Federation of Woman's Clubs for sev- 
eral years, and was women’s national chairman of the 
Democratic party in President Wilson’s last campaign. 

Theodore N. Vail, the forceful and energetic president of 
the American Telephone and Telegraph Co., holds down two 
jobs with Uncle Sam for his dollar, probably in recognition

His salary as 
a member of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. is largely a 
matter of conjecture, but it is | nown that he recently too 
out life insurance of $1,000,000, and a man has to have ua 
pretty good income to pay premiums on any such amoun 
of insurance as that. To earn his dollar, Mr. Davison is 
running the business affairs of the American Red Cross 
and occasionally making speaking tours to arouse the people 
to the need of keeping this great war organization well 
supplied with ammunition—meaning money. 

The name of Howard E. Coffin also has become pretty 
familiar to American newspaper and magazine readers in 
recent months. Nearly everybody knows how Mr. Coffin, 
who once was a letter carrier, gave up his position as chief 
engineer of a big automobile factory to take one as chair- 
man of Uncle Sam’s Aircraft Production Board and direct 
the expenditure of the $640,000,000 authorized by Congress 
for the development of America’s air fleet: Before the 
war he served on President Wilson’s Committee on Indus- 
trial Relations and in addition to being an automobile eny 
gineer is an allround business man. 

Then there is another automobile man, Hugh Chalmers. 
Before he went into the automobile business he received 
a salary of $82,000 a year from the National Cash Register 
Co., but what his income is now, goodness only Knows. He 
was recently appointed a member of the Automobile War 
Board, one of the most important civilian undertakings in 
the business management of the war program. 

Hudson Maxim, the great inventor of explosives, is giving 
virtually all his time to the Government as a member of 
the Naval Consulting Board, on which he is head of the 
division of explosives. Many of the powerful explosives 
now being used in the war are his inventions. Anotber 
member of the same board is Dr. Miller Reese Hutchison, 
chief electrical engineer for Thomas A. Edison.

Y daughter, Christine, who wrote me these 
letters, died at a hospital in Stuiigart on the 
morning of Aug. 8, 1915, of acute double 
pneumonia, I have kept the letters private 


for nearly three years, because, apart from the love 


in them that made them sacred things in days when 
we each still hoarded what we had of good, they 
seemed to me, who did not know the Germans and 
thought of them, as most people in England for a long 
while thought, without any bitterness and with a great 
inclination to explain away und ercuse, too extreme 
and sweeping in their judgments. Now, as the years 
have passed, and each has been more full of actions on 
(iermany’s part difficult to explain except in one wa 

and impossible to exrcuse, I feel that these letters, 
yiving a picture of the state of mind of the German 
public immediately before the war, and written by 
someone who went there enthusiastically ready to like 
everything and everybody, may have a certain value 
in helping to put together a small corner of the great 
picture of Germany which it will be necessary to keep 
clear and naked before us in the future if thé® world 
is to be saved. 

[ am publishing the letters just as they came to me, 
leaving out nothing. We no longer in these days 
belong to small circles, to limited little groups. We 
have been stiipped of our secrecies and of our great 
hoards. We live in a great relationship. We share 
our griefs; and anything there is of love and happi- 
ness; any smallest erpression of ut, should be shared 
too. This is why I am leaving out nothing in the 
letters. 


The war killed Christine, just as surely as if she 


had been a soldcer in the trenches. I will not write 
of her great wift, which was extraordinary. That, 
too, has been lost to the world, broken and thrown 
away by the war. 


i never saw her agatn. I had a telegram saying 
she was dead. I tried to go to Stuttgart, but was 
turned back at the frontier. The last two letters, the 
ones from Halle and from Wurzburg, reached me after 
I knew that she was dead.

but it doesn’t light—Wanda, the maid of all work, 
brings me a petroleum lamp with a green glass shade 
to it when it gets dusk. l’ve got a very short bed with 
a dark red sateen quilt on to which my sheet is but- 
toned all around, a piliow propped up so high on a 
wedge stuck under the mattress that I shall sleep 
sitting up almost straight, and then as a crowning 
glory the sack of feathers, which will do beautifully 
for holding me down when I’m having a nightmare. 
In a corner, with an even greater air of being an after- 
thought than the bed, there’s a very tiny washstand, 
and pinned on the wall behind it over the part of the 
wall paper I might splash on Sunday mornings when 
I’m supposed really to wash, is a strip of gray linen 
with a motto worked on it in blue wool: 
Eigener Heerd 
Is Goldes Werth 

which is a rhyme if vou tase it in the proper spirit, 
and isn’t if you don't. But ! leve the sentiment, don’t 
you? It seems peculiarly sound when one is in a room 
like thfs in a strange country. And what I’m here for 
and am going to work for is an eigener Heerd, with you 
and me on each side of it warming our happy toes 
on our very own fender. Oh, won't it be too lovely, 
mother darling, to be together again in our very own 
home! Able to shut ourselves in, shut our front door 
in the face of the world. and just say to the world, 
“There now.” 

There’s a little looking glass on a nail up above the 
eigener Heerd motto. so high that if it hadn't found 
its match in me I'd only be able to see my eyebrows 
in it. As it is, I do see as far as my chin. What goes 
on below that I shall never know while [ continue to 
dwell in the Lutzowstrasse. Outside, a very long way 
down, for the house has high rooms right through and 
i'm at the top, trams pass almost constantly along 
the street, clanging their bells. They sound much 
more aggressive than other trams I have heard, or 
else it is because my ears are tired tonight. There are 
double windows, though. which will shut out the noise 
while I'm practicing—-and also shut it in. I mean to 
practice eight hours every day if Kloster will let me— 
twelve if needs be, so | ve made up my mind only to 
write to you on Sundays: for if | don’t make a- stern 
rule like that I shall be writing to you every day, and 
then what would happen to the eight hours? ['m going 
to start them tomorrow, and try and get as ready as 
{ ean for the great man on Saturday. I'm fearfully 
nervous and afraid, for so much depends on it, and 
in spite of knowing that somehow from somewhere 
I've got a kind of gift for fiddling. Heaven knows 
where that little bit of luck came from, seeing that 
up to now, though you're such a perfect listener, you 
haven't developed any particular talent for playing 
anything, have you, mother darling; and poor Dad 
positively preferred to be in a room where music 
wasn't. Do you remember how he used to say he 
couldn’t think which end of a violin the noises came 
out of, and whichever it was he wished they wouldn't? 
But what a mercy, what a real mercy and solution of 
our difficulties, that I've got this one thing that per- 
haps | shall be able to do really well.

to him standing on the dining room table in.Eccleston 
Square and staring fascinated, while I played, at the 
hairs of his beard, because I'd never been as close as 
that to a beard before. So I’ve been walking on clowds 
with my chin well in the air, as who wouldn't?

you know, darling mother, it isn’t silly vainness mates 
me repeat these things—I’m past being vain; [’m 
just bewildered with gratitude that I should happen to 
be able to fiddle)—-at the end of a year, he declares,

to make both you and me never have to think of money 
again. Which will be a very blessed state to get into. 

You can picture the frame of mind in which Il 
walked dewn his stairs and along the Potsdamerstrasse 
home.

The Berlin man as 
he passes mutters the word Englaenderin as though it 
were a curse, or says into one’s ear—they seem fond 
of saving or rather hissing this, and seem to think 
it both crushing and funny—‘‘Ros bif,” and the women 
stare at one all over and also say to each other 
Englaenderin. 

You never told me Germans were rude; or is it only 
in Berlin that they are, I wonder. After my first 
expedition exploring through the Thiergarten and 
down Unter den Linden to the museums last Friday 
getting lost to 
asking anybody my way. And as for the policemen, to 
whom I naturally turned when | wanted help, having 
been used to turning to policemen ever since I can 
remember for comfort and guidance, they simply never 
answered me at all. They just stood and stared with 
a sort of mocking. And of course they understood, 
for I got my question all ready beforehand. I longed 
te hit them—I who don't ever want to hit anybody, | 
whom vou've so often reprimanded for being too 
friendly. But the meekest lamb, dripping with milk 
and honey, would turn into a lion ii its polite ap- 
proaches were met with such wanton rudeness. I was 
so indignantly certain that these people, any of them, 
policemen. or policed, would have answered the same 
question with the most extravagant politeness if I had 
been an officer, or with an officer. They grovel if an 
officer comes along; and a woman with an officer 
might walk on them if she wanted to. They were 
rude simply because I was alone and a woman.
